AN ACT to extend the time for the collection of taxes in the town 
of Prairie du Chien. 
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The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented I. soak 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The time for the collection of taxes on the 
tax roll of Prairie du Chien, in the county of Crawford, 
now in the hands of the town treasurer, is hereby ex-
tended until the first day of July next : provided, this 
act shall not affect the collection and paying over of the 
state and county taxes for said town. 

SECTION 2. The present town treasurer of said town 
is hereby authorized and empowered to continue and 
complete the collection of the taxes on the roll in his 
hands, until the first day of July next., at which time he 
shall make a full settlement with the town supervisors of 
said town, of all bounty or other moneys which he shall 
have collected or reoeived. 

SECTION B. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

AN ACT to reduce the capital stock of the Union bank of Columbus. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Swarms 1. The Union bank of the village of Co-
lumbus is hereby permitted to reduce its capital stock 
to a sum not less than twenty-five thousand dollars, up-
on filing a certificate with the secretary of state, that 
said bank has complied with the requirements of subdi-
vision thirteen of an act to amend chapter. 479 of the
